City Land Use 
Sliced To Scale

Lincoln's city planning staff 


is a "bunch of cut-ups," but 
they're deadly serious about 
what they're doing. 


They're cutting up the zon- 


ing and land-use map of Lin- 
coln and weighing the pieces. 


"We're computing the vari- 


ous land uses by percentages 
within the various traffic dis- 
tricts for the two-year Lin- 
coln regional traffic study," 
explains Deputy Planning Di- 
rector Ted Wilding. 


"The various land uses are 


cut from a scale map and 
then \\cighted on a highly- 
sensitive laboratory scales at 
the Slate Highway Depart- 
ment. 


Liltle Error 


"From these weights in 


milligrams, the percentage 
of the various land uses in 
a given district can be com- 
puted." 


Wilding said the percentage 


of error is less than two per 
cent. 


This weighing technique is 


as accurate as manual meas- 


urement of a map and "per- 
haps m o r e so, because it 
eliminates the human error 
of leaving something out," he 
said. 


"Sometimes you can over- 


look a small land parcel when 
you're measuring a map," he 
explained. "But when you cut 
a map up to weigh it, there's 
no chance to miss something. 
What you haven't cut out is 
still there." 


Saves Time 


Wilding estimates that the 


weighing technique also ac- 
counts for a 25Cc saving in 
time even though the cutting 
process with a surgical scalp- 
el eems tedious at times. 


". '-c pieces range from sev- 


eral square inches, represent- 
ing an airport or other large 
land use, to residential lot, 
scaled on the map to one- 
sixteenth by three-sixteenths 
of an inch. 


The little pieces are k e p t 


"surgically clean" in plastic 
envelopes until the weighing 
process.

Communist band south of Tan 
Phu, but soldiers who sped to 
that region found nothing. 


Casualty estimates of t h e 


120-man Vietnamese company 
were revised to 16 k n o w n 
dead, 32 wounded and 34 mis- 
sing — evidentally killed or 
captured. 


The Communists had lined 


up the 16 dead along a river 
bank. AP photographer Horst 
Faas. who saw the bodies, 
said there were indications 
the group may have b e e n 
wounded in the fight a n d 
shot to death later.

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Penalty Reduction Bills 
Sent To Full Legislature

F o u r bills reducing penal- 


lies in Nebraska interest rate 
laws—both retroactively and 
for the future—were advanced 
t« the floor of the Legislature 
Thursday by the Banking, 
C o m m e r c e and Insurance 
Committee. 


The committee vote was un- 


animous. 


A heavy cloud of constitu- 


tionality hangs over the bills, 
all proposed by the finance in- 
dustry as "remedial" meas- 
ures'designed to save con- 
tracts written under the un- 
constitutional 
installment 


sales acts and other special 
interest rate laws. 


An attorney general's opin- 


ion, dated July 10, held in re- 
gard to a similar 
proposal 


that retroactive reduction of 
penalties would violate t h e 
state constitution. 


Industry spokesmen told the 


committee at a public hearing 
on the bills that they never- 
theless believe the measures 
would be constitutional. 


Interest Only 


As amended, at the sugges- 


tion of the finance industry, 
the bills would reduce to in- 
terest only the penalty ap- 
plied against invalid install- 
ment sales agreements. 


In addition, forfeiture of in- 


terest only would be the pen- 
ally applied to the install- 


ment l o a n act, the industrial 
loan and investment company 
act. and the revolving charge 
agreements act. 


The measures: 
—LB16, applying the usury 


penalty (forfeiture of inter- 
est) against installment sales 
or revolving charge agree- 
ments invalidated by a court 
ruling knocking out the law 
on constitutional grounds. 


—LB17, reducing the install- 


ment loan penalty from for- 
feiture of principal, merchan- 
dise, intcresl and charges to 
forfeiture of interest only. 


—LB18, reducing the penal- 


ty provisions in the industrial 
loan and investment company 
act from forfeiture of part of 
the principal and interest to 
payment of interest a n d 
charges. 


—LB19, enacting a legisla- 


tive declaration seeking to 
validate contracts voided by 
the Supreme Court r u l i n g 
knocking out the installment 
sales acts, and directing that 
installment loan penalties 
were never meant to apply to 
invalid time-sales contracts. 


Billions At Stake? 


The committee 
was 
In- 


formed by letter from a fi- 
nance industry attorney that 
a survey indicated thai per- 
haps $3.4 billion in contracts 
written since 1959 might be at 
stake. 


George Wruck, representing 


the Associated Retailers of 
Omaha, placed the figure at 
nearly one 
billion dollars. 


Early estimates had hovered 
near $400 million. 


The high court lias applied 


installment 
loan 
penalties 


against invalid timc-s a l e s 
contracts, thus presenting the 
purchaser (or borrower) with 
an opportunity to keep t h e 
merchandise and recover all 
payments made upon it. 


Originally Double 


LB17 originally called for 


a penalty of double interest, 
but industry representatives 
suggested that it be reduced 
to interest only in case of con- 
stitutional objections. 


Sen. Marvin E. Stromer of 


Lincoln quoted from a pre- 
vious Supreme Court case in 
asking whether the retroac- 
tive features of the bill might 
violate the constitution. 


"Other cases suggest other- 


wise," W. A. Sawtell Jr. of 
Omaha, representing the Ne- 
braska Bankers Association, 
replied. 


Application of the present 


installment loan penalty to in- 
stallment sales agreements 
contracted within the limits 
of the ill-f a I c d installment 
sales acts would result in "un- 
just enrichment," Omaha at- 
torney R. A. Skochdopole in- 
sisted. 


No one testified in opposi- 


tion to the four bills.

Although 
her sight and hearing are good, Mrs. Fitzgerald is confined 
because of age to the second floor of the home she shares 
with her son and daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
A. Fitzgerald in the Dorchester section of Boston.

up a box seat section and sent 
bodies flying onto the ?c^. Oth- 
ers were buried by mush- 
rooming structural concrete 
and flaming bleachers. The 
fire was quickly put out.

lis hospitals in tnxies, ambu- 
lances, cars and buses.

Maintenance Of Force 
In Germany Pledged 


Washington W— President 


Kennedy 
gave his w o r d 


Thursday that as long as the 
need exists American fight- 
ing forces in Germany will be 
kept at their present strength. 


Kennedy said some reduc- 


tion Is planned In no-combat 
personnel, such as s u p p l y 
forces. 


"•But we do not intend," the 


President said, "to b r i n g 
back any units or personnel 
whose return would impair 
the military effectiveness of 
our forces in Germany as 
they are today. That is, more 
than six combat divisions." 


U.S. Policy 


The commander in c h i e f 


told a news conference it is 
U.S. policy to maintain s i x 
combat divisions in Germany 
as long as they are required, 
as well as six additional com- 
bat units sent to Germany as 
reinforcements during t h e 
Berlin crisis of 1961. 


A flurry of reports h a s 


come out of Europe that this 
country would reduce its mili- 
tary power In Germany. 


The first question at Ken- 


nedy's n e w s 
conference 


sought and brought a decla- 
ration of policy on this point. 


From there on, the ques- 


tion - and - answer s e s s i o n 
ranged the world and out to 
the moon. 


For example— 
Q. Did the President care 


to comment on an accusation 
by Sen. Barry Goldwatcr of 
Arizona, n top contender for 
the Republican presidential 
nomination, that the Kennedy 
administration falsifies 
and 


mismanages the news In or- 
der to perpetuate itself 
In 


power. 


A. ( w i t h a grin a n d 


chuckle) "He . . . has had a 
busy week selling TVA and 
giving permission to or sug- 
gesting that military com- 
manders overseas be permit- 
ted to use nuclear weapons, 
and attacking the president 
of 
Bolivia w h i 1 c lie 
was 


here in the 
United 
States 


. . . I think it would not be 
fair for me this week to re- 
ply to him." 


Would Debate 


B u t 
Kennedy let it be 


known again that he will be 
ready to debate Goldwater or 
any other GOP nominee in 
next year's campaign. He let 
it be known, too, that he ex- 
pects Vice President Lyndon 
B. Johnson to be his running 
mate again in 1964. 


As for rocketing men to the 


moon, the President put him- 
self decidedly apart f r o m 
m o s t analysts who thought 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
had taken Russia out of the 
moon race in a recent pro- 
nouncement. The President 
said "I didn't get that Im- 
pression at all." 


Over 1,600 Expected 
For Democrat Dinner 


A record off-year crowd of 


more than 1,600 Democrats is 
expected to be on hand at the 
annual Jefferson-Jackson Day 
dinner in Omaha Friday night 
for a double feature political 
attraction. 


Gov. Frank Morrison h a s 


announced that he will reveal 
his 19G4 political intentions 
and presidential aide Ted Sor- 
cnscn will deliver the major 
address. 


Gubernatorial assistant Nor- 


man Otto Thursday said that 
not even the governor's clos- 
est associates have been told 
w h a t Morrison's announce- 
ment will be. 


"I really don't know," he 


said. 


'Might Guess' 


"I might be able to guess, 


but he just hasn't said what 
he's going to do." 


If the final attendance fig- 


ure stays near 1,600, the par- 
ly will gross some $40,000.

nedy said the schedule calls 
for removing 1,000 men from 
Viet Nam by the end of the 
year. The first withdrawal, he 
said, would be of about 250. 


As far as other forces are 


concerned, he went on, there 
would have to be more study 
later. He noted that "we arc 
able to move about the world 
much faster" and that new 
planes would increase airlift 
capacity much more.

.he scene, was q u i c k l y 
jammed with at least 40 in- 
jured, none dead on arrival.

The Marion County Coroner 


called for a large truck to 
gather the scattered person- 
al belongings — mink stoics, 
billfolds, purses and clothing 
—scattered over the bloody 
ice and debris. 


150 Hospitalized 


Two hours after the blast, 


at least 150 injured had been 
admitted to two nearby hos- 
pitals. One man was dead on 
arrival at General Hospital. 
He was identified as F. L. 
Doyle, about 55, Pittsboro, 
Ind. 


Fifteen of those admitted 


to the hospital were listed in 
critical condition. 


At 
the 
Coliseum, 
about 


three miles east of the hos- 
pital area, three heavy cranes 
lifted the piled wreckage of 
the explosion from additional 
victims trapped underneath. 


Morgue Set Up 


A temporary morgue was 


set 
up 
on the 
Coliseum 


grounds, at the Indiana State 
Fairgrounds in northeast In- 
dianapolis, about five miles 
from Ihe downtown area. 


The sections in the imme- 


diate area of the blast con- 
tained 368 people. Of that 


number, 128 were in box seats 
above the explosion. Some 240 
\\erc in temporary seats which 
were beneath the tumbling 
concrete blocks and seats. The 
blast sent the box scat section 
into the air and down again 
onto the bleachers. 


The chorus but none of the

around the rink 10 Dixieland, 
music. When tne explosion' 
roared through the arena, 'the 
girls screamed and fled: A 
spokesman for Ihc show said 
none of the troupers were 
known to be injured. 


Brief Fire 


As one giant crane lifted a 


chunk of blasted concrete 
weighing tons, flames broke 
out again briefly in the wreck- 
age. Hoses were q u i c k l y 
turned on the area. Then 
rescuers seeking additional 
bodies ran into sparking live 
wires buried in the debris. 
Electricians quickly cut the 
wires at the source and tha 
race to find someone alive 
went on. 


Many of the dead were 


feared to be prominent citi- 
zens. At least a dozen of the 
dead women scattered over 
the bloody ice were expen- 
sively dressed, many in mink. 


Mrs. Helen Fritz of Indian- 


apolis, who was in a chair 
near the front of the rink but 
away from the main blast 
area, said: 


"We were hit by the people 


flying through the air, then 
scats, bricks and concrete 
slabs. Then the fire broke out 
almost immediately. We were 
trjing to crawl to the other 
side to safety. We were bur- 
led. Those people in the 
bleachers, they had no idea 
what happened." She escaped 
with a bruised face. 


Drug Store Explosion 
Kills Six In Georgia 


Marietta, Ga. Ml — A gay 


Halloween celebration turned 
into a tragedy Thursday night 
when an explosion in a drug 
store killed at least six per- 
sons and injured more than a 
score. 


Hundreds had turned out 


for a Halloween parade and 
window-decorating contest on 
the town square In this city 
about 18 miles northwest of 
Atlanta. 


The explosion blew out the 


front of the drug store short- 
ly before 7 p.m. Glass and 
debris showered pedestrians 
in the square. 


AH In Store 


All of the dead were In the 


drug store. Rescue workers 
continued to dig through de- 
bris in the basement of the 
shattered building in f e a r 
that others may have died. 


A hospital spokesman said 


the dead were Mrs. R a l p h 
Fowler, wife of a physician; 
S. A. White, an oil dlstribut- 
pr; Mrs. Betty Carlisle, 24, an 
employe of the drug store; 
Joe Ben Carter, Mrs. Marie 
Butler and a Mrs. Otclla 
Scott. All were from the Mar- 
ictta area. 


Cause of the explosion was 


not determined immediately. 
However, firemen at t h e 
scene said the explosion ap- 
parently was caused by leak- 
ing gas. 


A spokesman at Kennestone 


Hospital said 25 persons were 
brought to the hospital, b u t 
nine were released and the 
others were hospitalized. One 
remained in critical condition. 


It was not known immedi- 


ately how many of the in- 
jured were children, many of 
whom had taken part in the 
parade earlier.

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Compromise Or Surrender

Move In 


The credit or lending industry follows 


tin* old saw which tells you never to be 
afraid of making a bad offer. The theory 
is that if you ask for the moon, there just 
might be someone desperate enough or 
stupid enough to give it to you1. In the 
case of interest rate laws for the state. 
the industry is asking for the moon and 
may or may not get it, depending upon 
the intelligence and dedication of the Leg- 
islature. 


It appeared a week ago as though a 


majority of senators ,had determined to 


provide new interest 
laws that would give 
the public the kind of 
protection to which it 
was entitled. At the 
present time, it is difficult to say what the 
senators will do but the influence of lobby- 
ists for the industry seems to be having 
its effect It was expected that the Legis- 
lature would compromise some in its ap- 
proach but it is hoped the body docs not 
surrender. There is a substantial differ- 
ence. Thirty percent interest for anything 
or anyone is one point of surrender, not 
a compromise. 


In and of itself, any 30 percent figure 


Is Jnst plain teo high and represents the 
taking of unfair advantage of the general 
public. There are times when an individual 
needs credit or a loan at any price and 
it is unfair to take advantage of this kind 
of human adversity. 


Thus, the one bill In the Legislature 


wliich permits a maximum rate of 30 per- 
cent on a certain limited loan is going a 
long way. It !s our conviction that the 30 
percent top in the bill for small loans pro- 
posed by Senators Arnold Ruhnke and 
Terry Carpenter should be cut substantial- 
ly. The top rate should be much nearer 
24 or 25 percent and scaled down from 
there according to the size of the loan. 


* 
Then, there Is the matter of penalties 


and other forms of credit. The Ruhnkc- 
Carpenter bill originally upped the usury 
rate from 9 to 12 percent to take care 
of other forms of credit. This would have 
been sufficient and it was disappointing to 
see the change opposed by Gov. Frank 
Morrison. His opposition to the hike in the 
usury rate can work only toward the pro- 
vision of special legislation for other forms 
of credit This, in turn, leads the Legisla- 
ture again down the path of questionable 
constitutionality. It is because legislation 
in the past has sought to deal in specifics 
that it has been declared unconstitutional 
and we find ourselves in the difficulty we 
face today. 


It would be a real victory for the peo- 


ple If the Ruhnkc-Cnrprnter approach could 
prevail with a 12 percent usury rate and 
a top of 24 or 25 percent for small loans. 
This, of course, will hurt some lenders. It 
Mill hurt in the new and used car field 
where business would have to be done un- 
der the usury provisions at a top of 12 
percent Car dealers apparently want 18 
percent — not an outlandish figure but 
certainly a generous one. Hurt, too, would 
be firms, retailers mostly, that do a lot of 
contract and revolving charge account busi- 
ness. They, too, would have to operate 
under the usury provisions while a great 
deal of this business today is done at 
around 18 percent interest. But again, 18 
percent Is a lot more in favor of the mer- 
chant than the customer or the general 
public and the economy would not be 
stopped with any 12 percent/rate. 


One of the reasons all those in the busi- 


ness seem to want high interest rates is 
so they can be highly competitive on price 
while cleaning up on interest charges. With 
price they convince the customer he is get- 
ting a good deal and the customer never 
comes to appreciate the charges he Is pay- 
'ing for the credit c-xlfided to him. 


Thus, the public is often and greatly 


deceived through interest rates and the 
higher the rate, the greater the deception. 
Also, the high rates permit greater spec- 
ulation with risk — the extension of cred- 
it where it is questionable for one reason 
or another to do so. When a loss is sus- 
tained here, it is made up by the honest 
people who live by their word nnd this is 
a basic injustice. 


As for penalties, the lender who vio- 


lates the law should be severely dealt with. 


If not, he will be a 
constant violator' be- 
cause of the small 
risk of doing so. Lend- 
ers who would not 


violate will suffer as a result of business 
done by the unscrupulous operator who will 
make a buck in whatever way he can. If 
penalties are not stiff, stiffer than loss of 
double interest, then you1 may as well not 
have any law at all. A law that costs 
little or nothing to ignore is a law that 
most certainly will be ignored. 


If the Legislature provides a 30 per- 


cent lid for installment loans and special 
legislation for other forms of credit, be- 
yond the usury laws, it will be heading 
right back in the direction from which we 
have just come. Beyond usury of 9 per- 
cpnt should be nothing more, for sure, than 
25 percent installment loans and 12 percent 
for all else—with penalties that hurt.

new post office and general office build- 
Ings in Lincoln are welcome news. Of 
prime importance, of course, is the factual 
need for these buildings. A good case 
can be made for both structures and a 
savings shown for the taxpayer in the 
process.

It is a fact that one of the basic dif- 


ficulties with the Post Office Department 
in general has been its lack of facilities. 
The department has limped along for years 
with an organization 
and system that 


would not be tolerated in any modern in- 
dustry. 


This is not to say that the Lincoln op- 


eration has been a poor one. Lincoln has 
been improved, particularly in the past 
year, and has done a commendable job 
with what it had to work with.' But postal 
service in Lincoln will be greatly improved 


and become much more efficient with a 
modern facility. 


Tlic new general office building will 


provide modern facilities for f e d e r a l 
agencies now scattered 
throughout the 


city. The result, again, will be a better 
'and more efficient operation. Rental sav- 
ings alone will run into the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 


And finally, the construction will rep- 


resent growth for Lincoln and an improved 
appearance for the city. The new Post Of- 
fice building to be erected at 8th and R 
should greatly improve that entire part 
of the city, an enhancement much in need 
in view of the fact that the area adjoins 
the major Interstate access route into the 
city. The location of the new office build- 
ing is still unknown but if it is located 
in the downtown area, which it will be, 
it cannot help but improve the city's ap- 
pearance. 


Disappointment Temporary 


High hopes for automated 
teaching 


have been somewhat 
dimmed by early 


studies. 


The Institute of Administrative Re- 


search of Columbia University has com- 
pleted a survey of New York schools which 
have been teaching foreign language by 
electronic methods, using recorded tape. 
After checking out 5,000 students it con- 
cluded that old fashioned class room effort 
turned out a more informed student than 
the laboratory devices. 


This may be disappointing but not sur- 


prising. New departures in teaching fre- 
quently make a bad showing at the out- 
set. As good an example as any wac the 
attempt to reform teaching by use of the 
sound track movies, known as visual ed- 
ucation. The very real benefits of the 
methods were largely cancelled by a lack 
of skill in their use. Perhaps too much was 


expected at the outset. Certainly, much 
teaching effort was misapplied. But over 
a period of years visual education found 
its useful place. No new tool amounts to 
much until a skill has been developed in 
its use. 


Tape recordings are tools. They are 


not educational systems in themselves. To 
say that they are inferior because of a lack 
of special expertness in the early period 
of use is as fallacious as saying that a hi- 
fi rendition of fine music produced by a 
great singer or orchestra is inferior to any- 
rendition where performers are present. 


Mostly what we have learned from the 


Columbia University survey is that there is 
much yet to be learned in respect to the 
best use of automation. The challenge here 
is not directed at the instrument but at the 
educators who will, we trust, in due time de- 
velop the suitable teaching skills. 


WASHINGTON—Next move 


on the Kcnnedy-Klirushchcv 
agenda to ease the cold war 
is a consular treaty, followed 
by the probable opening of 
direct commercial air travel 
between New York and Mos- 
cow. 


The consular treaty would 


permit the United States to 
station consulates hi various 
parts of the Soviet, while the 
Russians would be able to 
establish consulates In the 
USA. 


Not for 4C years, after the 


United States broke diplo- 
matic relations with the new 
Bolshevik government follow- 
ing the 1317 revolution, has 
the United Slates maintained 
a consulate on Soviet terri- 
tory; nor have the Russians 
on ours. 


The American embassy in 


Moscow 
handles consular 


matters, and U.S. citizens 
have n o t traveled to any 
great extent in other parts 
of the Soviet, nor have there 
been extensive trade rela- 
tions. 


H o w e v e r , the consular 


treaty will permit the open- 
ing of consulates in various 
parts of the USA and USSR. 


Pan American Airways and 


the Russians have been ne- 
gotiating for some time for 
a direct commercial line be- 
tween Moscow and 
New 


York. The chief stumbling 
block has been Russian de- 
sire to fly on to Havana. 
Aside from this, the agree- 
ment is virtually concluded.

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Compromise Or Surrender

The credit or lending industry follows 
the o ld saw which tells y ou nev er to be 
afraid o f making a bad offer. The theory 
is that if y o u ask fo r the moon, there just 
might be so meo ne desperate enough or 
stupid eno ugh to giv e it to y ou. In the 
case o f interest rate laws for 
the state, 
the industry is asking fo r the 
moon and 
may o r may not get it. depending upon 
the intelligence and dedication of the Leg­ 
islature. 
It appeared a week ago as though a 
majo rity of senato rs ,had determined to 
_ 
_ 
_

provide 
new interest 
laws that would give 
the public the kind of 
protection to which it 
was entitled. At the 
present time, it is difficult to say what the 
senators will do but the influence of lobby ­ 
ists for the industry seems to be having 
its effect. It was ex pected that the Legis­ 
lature would compromise some in its ap­ 
pro ach but it is hoped the body docs not 
surrender. There is a substantial differ­ 
ence. Thirty percent interest for any thing 
or any o ne is one point of surrender, not 
a co mpro mise. 
Id and o f itself, any 3 0 percent figure 
Is Jnst plain ten high and represents the 
taking o f unfair adv antage o f the general 
public. There are times when an indiv idual 
needs credit o r a lo an at any price and 
it is unfair to take adv antage o f this kind 
o f human adv ersity . 
Thus, the one bill in the Legislature 
which perm its a max imum rate of 30 per­ 
cent on 
a certain limited loan is going a 
long way . It is our conviction that the 30 
percent to p in the bill for small loans pro­ 
posed by Senators 
Arnold 
Ruhnke 
and 
Terry Carpenter sho uld be cut substantial­ 
ly . The to p rate sho uld be much nearer 
2 4 o r 2 5 percent and scaled do wn from 
there acco rding to the size o f the loan. 


★ 
Then, there is the m atter of penalties 
and other forms of credit. The Ruhnke- 
Carpenter bill originally upped the usury 
rate from 9 to 12 percent to take care 
of other forms of credit. This would have 
been sufficient and it was disappointing to 
see the change opposed by Gov. Frank 
Mo rriso n. His opposition to the hike in the 
usury rate can work only toward the pro­ 
v isio n o f special legislation for other forms 
o f credit. This, in turn, leads the Legisla­ 
ture again down the path of questionable 
constitutionality . It is because legislation 
in the past has sought to deal in specifics 
that it has been declared unconstitutional 
and we find ourselves in the difficulty we 
face today . 
It wo uld be a real v icto ry fo r 
the peo ­ 


ple If the Ruhnke-Carpenter appro ach co uld 
prev ail with a 12 percent usury rate and 
a to p o f 24 o r 25 percent fo r » mail lo ans. 
This, o f co urse, will hurt so me lenders. It 
will hurt in the new and used car field 
where business wo uld hav e to be do ne un­ 
der the usury pro v isio ns at a to p o f 12 
percent. Car dealers apparently want 18 
percent — no t an o utlandish figure but 
certainly a genero us o ne. Hurt, to o , wo uld 
be firms, retailers mo stly , that do a lo t o f 
co ntract and rev o lv ing charge acco unt busi­ 
ness. They , to o , wo uld hav e to o perate 
under the usury pro v isio ns while a great 
deal o f this business to day is 
do ne 
at 
aro und 18 percent interest. 
But again, 18 
percent is a lo t mo re in fav o r o f the mer­ 
chant than the custo mer o r the general 
public and the eco no my 
wo uld 
no t be 
sto pped with any 12 percent/rate. 


One of the reasons all those in the busi­ 
ness seem to want high interest rates is 
so they can be highly competitive on price 
while cleaning up on interest charges. With 
price they convince the customer lie is get­ 
ting a good deal and the customer never 
comes to appreciate the charges he is pay ­ 
ing for the credit ex truded to him. 
Thus, the public is o ften and greatly 
deceiv ed thro ugh interest rates and the 
higher the rate, the greater the deceptio n. 
Also , the high rates permit greater spec­ 
ulatio n with risk — the ex tensio n o f cred­ 
it where it is questio nable fo r o ne reaso n 
o r ano ther to do so . 
When a lo ss is sus­ 
tained here, it is made up by the ho nest 
peo ple who liv e by their wo rd and this is 
a basic injustice. 
As for penalties, the lender who vio­ 
lates the law should he severely dealt with. 
If not, he will be a 
constant violator be­ 
cause of the 
small

The new general office building will 
provide modem facilities for

And finally , the construction will rep­ 
resent growth for Lincoln and an improved 
appearance for the city .

bushels of wheat, (ex cluding 
any Russian sales) one half 
will bring no revenue to the 
U.S. Treasury . It’s for Food 
For Peace and sold under 
Public Law 480 which pro­ 
vides pay ment in local cur­ 
rencies—(helps to pay for the 
junkets of congressmen).

High hopes 
have been somewhat dimmed 
by early 
studies. 
The Institute of Administrative 
Re­ 
search of Columbia University has com­ 
pleted a survey of New York schools which 
have been teaching foreign language by 
electronic methods, using recorded tape. 
After checking out 5,000 students it con­ 
cluded that old fashioned class room effort 
turned out a more informed student than 
the laboratory devices. 
This may be disappointing but not sur­ 
prising. New departures in teaching fre­ 
quently make a bad showing at the out­ 
set. As good an ex ample as any was the 
attem pt to reform teaching by use of the 
sound track movies, known as visual ed­ 
ucation. The very real benefits of the 
methods were largely cancelled by a lack 
of skill in their use. Perhaps too much was 


its useful place, 
much until a skill has been developed in 
its use. 
Tape recordings are tools. They are 
not educational sy stems in themselves. To 
say that they are inferior because of a lack 
of special ex pertness in the early period 
of use is as fallacious as say ing that a hi- 
fi rendition of fine music produced by a 
great singer or orchestra is inferior to any - 
rendition where performers are present. 
Mostly what we have learned from the 
Columbia University survey is that there is 
much y et to be learned in respect to the 
best use of automation. The challenge here 
is not directed at the instrument but at the 
educators who will, we trust, in due time de­ 
velop the suitable teaching skills.

Dungeon 


She said police officers at 


the city and county jail re- 


fused to give her u bandage 
or an aspirin. She said she re- 
fused to quit singing and Sher- 
iff Fred D. Chappcll told her, 
"I'm going to send you over 
to the dungeon."

"She has not been permit- 


ted to mako bail," Fortson 


told the judges, lit- explained 
t h a t she was in custody of 
the juvenile court and t h e 
judge had been sick. The girl 
has remained in the county 
jail. 


Encouraged 


S t a t e Prosecutor Stephen 


Pace Jr. told the court that 
f o u r out-of-date integration 
leaders encouraged resistance 
to lawful authority in street 
marches last summer. 


This put them in violation 


of an 1871 Georgia law on at- 
tempting to incite insurrec- 
Mon, said Pace, who is solici- 
tor general for this area. 


Pace was asLed if a group 


protesting school segregation 
would be offering combined 
resistance to the law.

"Possibly so, yes sir," Pace 


replied. But he said there 
would have to be more than a 
simple march. 


The prosecutor said f i v e 


men, Including the four held 
under the Insurrection stat- 
ute, hud encouraged breaches 
of the peace and had resisted 
arrest, and some of them had 
assaulted policemen.

a g a i n s t Barnum but de- 
stroyed it after deciding to 
pursue the matter before a 
grand jury. 


He termed as in.«urrecUon- 


ary a printed appeal to Ne- 
gro parents and pupils urging 
a school boycott because tru- 
ancy violates a state law. 


Insurrectionary? 


"That is insurrectionary?" 


he was asked. 


"That Is of that nature, yes 


sir," Pace said. 


Pace said he had not in- 


formed Barnum of the charge 
but had told at least one news- 
man, the sheriff, policemen 
and city officials. 


Not Intended 


Although he testified he had 


not intended to prosecute the 
insurrection charges, P a c e 
said lie opposed bond for the 
f o u r out-of-statc men "as 
prosecuting attorney for the 
state." He said he felt he 
should take the strongest po- 
sition in behalf of the state. 


He confirmed published re- 


ports that the basic purpose 
in filing the capital charge 
was to deny bond to the pris- 
oners. Asked if he had ex- 
pressed hope of then negotiat- 
ing with attorneys for t h e 
youths, Pace said "we fried 
to convince them this was not 
the r i g h t way to go about 
this." 


Pace testified he had voiced 


objections to Negroes being 
registered for v o t i n g in 
groups because he believed it 
was not in the best interest 
for t h e m to be "marched 
down by some one from out- 
side of our area."

Nebraska has been allo- 


cated a total of $1,209,245 in 
general hospital construction 
funds for the 1964 fiscal year, 
but all of these funds a r c 
committed to previous proj- 
ects. 


The Scottsbluff project won 


its priority rating for future 
Hill-Burton funds over a re- 
quest from the Phelps County 
Memorial Hospital Assn. of 
Holdrege. 
T h e 
council's 


recommendation on priorities 
no\\ goes to the State Health 
Board for final approval. 


West Nebraska General re- 


quested $986,000 to replace its 
existing facilities with a new 
?2.5 million 100-bed hospital 
and school of nursing. 


However, the council rec- 


ommended the application be 
altered to stipulate that the 
new hospital be limited to 82 
beds. 


The Phelps County Memor- 


ial H o s p i t a l Association 
sought a G5-bed hospital to re- 
place two existing facilities at 
:ui estimated cost of $825.000. 
of which S335.FOO would have 
been subsidized by federal 
funds. 


Under the Hill-Burton pro- 


gram, each project is eligible 
for A0 
r/c finance aid from the 


federal government. 


Vern Pangborn. chief of the 


State 
Health 
Department's 


Hospital Division, said both 
the Holdrege and Scottsbluff, 
projects were equally eligible 
for g e n e r a l construction 
funds. 


But the council voiced the 


unanimous consent that the 
Holdrege project needed more 
planning. 


The council said it is "evi- 


dent'" that doctors in the Hol-

community are

Just prior to the council vote

The action failed to stem

Italy's Catholic Bishops Hit Atheistic Communism 


Rome UPl — The R o m a n 


Catholic bishops of Italy Is- 
sued a warning to the Italian 
people Thursday night against 
atheistic communism. 


It was the first such joint 


declaration by the I t a l i a n 
Episcopacy since the church, 
starting In the reign of Pope 
John XXIII, began seeking a 
new relationship with Commu- 
nist governments behind t h e 
Iron Curtain. 


It also came two days after 


Italy's M a r x i s t Socialists 
agreed at their national con- 
gress to try to become a gov- 
ernment party after 16 years 
of opposition. 


The Socialists were o n c e 


close allies of Italy's Commu- 
nists and many conservative 
political and church elements 
fear Socialists in an "opening 
to the left" government might 
open the door to Communists. 


The b 1 s h o p s' statement 


made no mention either of the 
evolving change In Vatican- 
Kremlin relations or of the 
negotiations starting 
next 


m o n t h on a center-left gov- 
ernment. 


The statement was couched 


in general terms, saying: 


"Today we feel it our duty 


o recall to your attention one 
of the gravest and most in- 
sidious dangers of our religion 


and to civil order, namely ath- 
eistic communism." 


Italy's bishops, like Catholic 


bishops f r o m all over the 
world, have been gathered in 
Rome since the opening of the 
second session of the Vatican 
Ecumenical Council Sept. 29. 


Th^lr message referred to 


this, sa>ing the bishops felt 
inspired by t h e i r absence 
from their sees to make the 
statement. 


The bishops went on to say 


that they felt obliged to make 
a frank statement because 
God wished them to be heard 
and t h e y would not remain 


silent so long as they might 
help. 


"The bishops of Italy re 


mind you that the doctrine of 
atheistic 
communism h a s 


been repeatedly condemned in 
solemn p o n t i f i c a l docu- 
ments," the statement said. 


Ever since Pope John's en- 


cyclical "Paccm In Tcrris" 
( p e a c e on earth), Vatican 
press organs have t a k e n 
p a i n s to stress that t h e 
church 'remained opposed to 
Communist philosophy. 


The encyclical itself, which 


suggested that Roman Catho- 
lics could work with Commu- 


nists in the scorch -for peace, 
emphasized that Communism 
was unacceptable to Catholic- 
ism. 


"Paccm in Terrls" and the 


entire question of changing 
relations between the church 
and Communist governments 
h a v e created a continuing 
controversy in Italy. 
' A number of critics of the 
change contend that the en- 
cyclical had an effect on the 
national election l a s t April 
when the Communists regis- 
tered big gains and the Catho- 
lic Christian Democrat Party 
suffered losses.

visory Council had few prob- 
lems Thursday in dispensing 
the fiscal 1964 federal Hill- 
Burton funds alloqated to the 
state because most of the 
money already had been com- 
mitted. 


Establishment of priorities 


for future years' allocation— 
particularly in the category of 
the much-sought general hos- 
pital constriiclon funds—was 
the difficult task. 


Council members solved the 


priority qu?stion for this year 
by giving the West Nebraska 
General Hospital at Scotts 
bluff top rating for general 
hospital construction f u n d s 
when they become available. 
(See Page 14.) At best, it 
means Scottsbluff may get a 
portion of its $986,000 request 
in fiscal 1965. 


Already Earmarked 


Nebraska's fiscal 1964 allo- 


cation 
in 
general 
hospital 


constructon funds totaled $1,- 
209,245 — but all of t h i s 
amount, p l u s an additional 
$108.732 — has already b e e n 
earmarked for projects under 
way in Lincoln, Omaha, Au- 
rora and Norfolk. 


Lincoln 
General 
Hospital 


lost its bid for a priority rat- 
ing this year — resulting in 
sharp disappointment to its 
board members — but hospi- 
tal authorities said they plan 
to go ahead next year with 
construction of the S6 million 
project, adding that t h e y 
will continue to seek federal 
aid for the major costs. 


By beginning initial con- 


struction n its own, Lincoln 
General expects to save at 
l e a s t $300,000 through an 
earlier start to offset ever- 
rising construction costs. 


Prior committments on fis- 


cal 1964 federal funds for 
nursing homes ate up all but 
$51,259 in this category, and 
the Advisory Council awarded 
this balance to Crete. T h e 
other $106,000 had been com- 
mitted to projects at Blair, 
Aurora, Mullen and Seward.

U.S. Letting 
Its Vessels 
Get Ancient 


Chicago (UPI) — A spokes- 


man for the nation's private 
shipyards warned Thursday 
that vessels in the United 
States naval and merchants 
fleets are getting so old they 
have become a threat to the 
country's security. 


The warning came f r o m 


Edwin M. Hood, president of 
the Shipbuilders Council of 
America, in a speech before 
the National Safety Council 
and the Propeller Club of Chi- 
cago. 


Hood said that the United 


States was permitting its sea 
power resources to deterior- 
ate at a time when Russia 
was engaged in an accelerat- 
ed expansion of its' merchant 
and naval fleets. 


Simple 


"While Mr. Khrushchev 


may have withdrawn f r o m 
the moon race, you can be 
certain he will not depart 
from his charted course on 
the oceans," Hood said. "The 
reason is simple — an armada 
of merchant and naval ships 
is a sounder investment than 
putting 2 or 3 men on the 
moon. 


"The 
East-West conflict of 


ideologies will not be decided 
in outer space — the lines are 
drawn and the struggle will 
take place at sea." 


Hood said if the current 


trend is not reversed "in a 
few years the hammer and 
sickle could be the trade- 
mark of one of the world's 
foremost, if not the leading, 
sea power." 


Reds Expand 


Hood said that during 1961 


and 1962, while the U.S. Mer- 
chant fleet decreased by 111 
ships totaling more than 500,- 
000 deadweight tons, the Rus- 
sian fleet expanded by 129 
ships of nearly one million 
tons. 


He said as further evidence 


of the USSR's sea power ad- 
vances, there ucrc 236 large 
merchant vessels under con- 
struction as of May 1 t h 1 s 
year. 


This total, Hood said, was 


five times the number being 
built in U.S. shipyards. 
In 


naval strength, Russia is still 
second to the United States, 
but boasts 400 long-range sub- 
marines, some of which are 
nuclear powered. 


Hood said that of the 860 


ships in our naval fleet, 600 
are of World War II vintage 
and soon will reach the end 
of their effective careers near- 
ly simultaneously. 


He said a recent recom- 


mendation of a congressional 
committee urged that the na- 
val shipbuilding program be 
stepped up to 70 ships p e r 
year for the next decade to 
remedy the Navy's obsolesc- 
ence problem. 


"But this recommendation 


has fallen on deaf cars, and 
the building program for the 
current yjar involves only 31 
ships," he said.

Chicago (U PI) — A spokes­ 
man for the nation’s private 
shipyards warned Thursday 
that vessels in the United 
States naval and merchants 
fleets are getting so old they 
have become a threat to the 
country’s security. 
The warning came f r o m 
Edwin M. Hood, president of 
the Shipbuilders Council of 
America, in a speech before 
the National Safety Council 
and the Propeller Club of Chi­ 
cago. 
Hood said that the United 
States was permitting its sea 
power resources to deterior­ 
ate at a time when Russia 
was engaged in an accelerat­ 
ed expansion of its merchant 
and naval fleets. 
Simple 
“ W h ile Mr. Khrushchev 
may have withdrawn f r o m 
the moon race, you can be 
certain he will not depart 
from his charted course on 
the oceans,” Hood said. “ The 
reason is simple — an armada 
of merchant and naval ships 
is a sounder investment than 
putting 2 or 3 men on the 
moon. 
“ The East-West conflict of 
ideologies will not be decided 
in outer space — the lines are 
drawn and the struggle will 
take place at sea.” 
Hood said if the current 
trend is not reversed “ in a 
few years the hammer and 
sickle could be the t r a d e ­ 
mark of one of the world's 
foremost, if not the leading, 
sea power.” 
Reds Expand 
Hood said that during 1961 
and 1962, while the U.S. Mer­ 
chant fleet decreased by 111 
ships totaling more than 500,- 
000 deadweight tons, the Rus­ 
sian fleet expanded by 129 
ships of nearly one million 
tons. 
He said as further evidence 
of the USSR’s sea power ad­ 
vances, there were 236 large 
merchant vessels under con 
struction as of May 1 t h i s 
year. 
This total, Hood said, was 
five times the number being 
built in U.S. shipyards. 
In 
naval strength, Russia is still 
second to the United States, 
but boasts 400 long-range sub 
marines, some of which are 
nuclear powered. 
Hood said that of the 860 
ships in our naval fleet, 600 
are of World War II vintage 
and soon will reach the end 
of their effective careers near­ 
ly simultaneously. 
He said a recent recom­ 
mendation of a congressional 
committee urged that the na­ 
val shipbuilding program be 
stepped up to 70 ships p e r 
year for the next decade to 
remedy the Navy’s obsolesc­ 
ence problem. 
“ But this recommendation 
has fallen on deaf ears, and 
the building program for the 
current year involves only 31 
ships,” he said.

en years. This psychological 
hazard or the proceeding is 
heightened by the historic rec- 
ord of the administration in 
showing muscle against the 
steel industry in April 1962 
when it attempted to raise 
prices after some five years 
of rising cosls. 


In a highly competitive in- 


dustry, with keen competition 
in steel by domestic and for- 
eign producers, no one in or 
out of government can arbi- 
trarily issue ukases concern- 
ing prices. The ability of in- 
ustry to make higher quota- 
tions stick depends on their 
correct reading of the market 
realities of supply and de- 
mand. There was an historic 
precedent in 1937 when t h e 
Steel Corporation, after rec- 
ognizing the union, announced 
higher price schedules, which 
were answered by steel users 
with a drastically reduced 
volume of orders. 


Selective Increase 


Last Spring President Ken- 


nedy took a more friendly 
view of "selective" s t e e l 
price .advances than he did 
of 
more general 
proposed 


price rises in April 1962. The 
issue is not whether Kennedy 
is a better judge of the steel 
market than the managing di- 
rectors of the steel companies, 
but rather whether free enter- 
prise in the United States is to 
continue. In Fascist Italy and 
Falangist Spain, the outer

The puzzled reaction to the

This distorted view is based 


on the fallacy that a monopoly 
dominates the industry and 
arbitrarily sets prices. How- 
ever, the record shows that 
since its establishment in 1901, 
the l e a d i n g company, the 
United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, has shown a dramatic 
long term loss in the ratio of 
its capacity to the total of the 
domestic steel industry. In 
April 1962 the Steel Corpora- 
tion could not maintain its al- 
leged p r i c e leadership be- 
cause of the opposition of In- 
land Steel and Kaiser Steel. 


Additional Competition 


In addition, steel is under 


continuous competition f r o m 
other non-ferrous metals such 
as aluminum. Besides, t h e 
U.S. industry is under increas- 
ing competition from the mod- 
ernized plants of West Ger- 
many, Japan and other low- 
er wage-rate countries. 


Although s o m e academi- 


cians feel that the steel indus- 
try has the power to dictate 
prices, the facts of life are 
different. In the long run, cosls 
must make prices, and, with 
heavy costs imposed from the 
outside by government in high 
taxes and by union power in 
high wage costs, the steel 
makers obviously are unable 
to "administer" costs. 


The future wellbcing of the 


American people depends on 
a dynamic and modernized 
steel industry, and tills re- 
quires a sufficient profit to

Retired Librarian Is Almost 
Back In Ranks Of The Living 


Stourbridge, England <# >— 
Fred Bristow, retired librar­ 
ian, is back in tne ranks oi 
the liv ing Thursday, but not 
entirely. 
Fred, a liv ely 69, looked on 
as a stone mason chipped his 
name off the list of dead on 
the city’s memorial to World 
War I. 
“ It’s taken me 40 years to 
get that done,” he said. 
He still is listed among the 
dead on a memorial window 
in the parish church.

A telegram arriv ed at his 
mother’s home. 
“ We regret to inform you,” 
it said, “ that F. Bristow died 
of wounds in action.”

He went to 
the unv eiling of the war m e­ 
morial and found his name 
there along with Frank’s 


Sev eral times he asked the 
city council to hav e it re­ 
mov ed.. Always the council 
r u l e d that the 
memorial
